King’s Bay, Spitzbergen (By radio 
from Steamer Fram), May 28.—A 
sudden change in the weather in the 
past few hours has cauféd increased 
anxiety here for the fate of the 
Amundsen-Elisworth fliers. The cloud 
bank that had been threatening to 
the westward shrouded us during the 
‘afternoon and a flurry of snow has 
begun fall. The northeasterly 
wind continues, however. and the me- 
teorolozists believe the thickness may 
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the two planes may be resting on fhe 
“) fee within 20 to 50 kilometers of us. 
Should the fliers have arrived out of 
a the clear polar basin early today and 
~ §come upon the edge of our local storm 
> they may have gone down to await 
- a clearance. 
In pursuance of this theory the 
* Hobby has weighed anchor and set 
off’ westwards to patrol the edge of 
the ice pack. They will steam as far 
east as Verlegen Hook. 

The expedition’s two meteorologists, 
Bjerknes and Calwagen, sent up 4a 
balloon to 30,000 feet. It traveled 

under the force of a northeast wind 
to 7.000 feet, then swerved under the 
influence of a northwest wind and 
continued to climb. Anything but 
southerly winds are favorable for the 
fliers. Easterly winds are particu- 
larly desirable as they clear away lo- 
cal monsoons. 

Await New Data. 
The meteorologists ara eagerly await- 
ing the valuable meteorological data 
which Lincoln Ellsworth, the sole 
American among the fliers, hoped to 
cbtain. He may get a horizontal pro- 
file of the atmosphere at a level of 
shout 3,200 feet. The aerial cbser- 
vations will be more representative 
and hence of greater value than the 
ground findings of other polar ex- 
. plorers. Ellsworth expected to ob- 
- tain a complete record of the tempera- 
_ ture, humidity and barometric read- 
- ings on the flight. This data must be 

correlated by the meteorologists with 

the known atmospheric conditions of 

the entire northern hemisphere. The 
' findings may throw light on many 
_ hitherto unsolved arctic weather prob- 

lems.

Supplied With Provisions, 

“As [ understand it, the explorers 
have a month's supply of provisions 
on each plane,” said General Brain- 
erd. “In the event of disaster, they 
might reach the coast of Greenland 
or Grinnell land. I am _ informed 
Amundsen has a cache of supplies ‘at 
Port Conger in Grinnell land, which 
w the point where the Greely expe- 
dition spent two years. If Amundsen 
snd his companions should reach that 
coast, they could live on the country, 
since musk oxen and reindeer abound. 

“From the first, it has seemed to 
me that the great danger to the ex- 
pedition rested in their plan to make 
a landing. It would probably be neces- 
sary to land on ice floes, which are| 
always rough and uncertain, Any 
such landing would probably wrech 
the planes. Even if a safe landing 
were made the surface would be 
found so rough that the planes prob 
ably could not rise again. 

“I have great confidence in Amund- 
sen’s ability to get himself out of any 
difficulties he may encounter.

Plea To Annul Marriage 


“SCARED INTO IT,” SAYS PRETTY MACON BRIDE 


Bares Wedding of Atlantan 


New York, May 23.—(By the -Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Mrs. George A. Field, 
a concert singer, was denied a decree, 
today in her action to annul her mar- 
riage to R. Lee Field, of Atlanta G:., 
on the ground that her evidence of 
being “scared into marriage,” was in- 
credible. ~ 

Mrs. Field is a member of a promi- 
nent family in Macon, Ga. She mar- 
ried Mr. Field in 1921 when she was 
19 and her husband 21 years old. Mr. 
Field did not contest the annulment 
action. 


The testimony which Justice Crain 
refused to credit related that Mr. 
Field, after being refused as a pros 
pective husband, boarded .a train at 
Macon in 1921 on which his future 
wife was returning to Hollins college, 
near Roanoke. She said he showed ber 
a marriage license made out for them 
and told her that he could not return 
it because the authorities would say 


it, and they both might be put in 
jail. 

Mrs. Field testified that she was 
frightened “beyond anything.” “I be- 
came frantic,” she said, “and cried, for 
I didn’t know anyone in Atlanta to 
talk the thing over with and 1 was 
completely floored. While I waited 
for my train in Atlanta, he got me 
so frightened that I went with him 


to the home of Rey. Dr. Wallace Rog- : 


ers and we were married. I then took a 
train and went on to my college and 
have only seen him twice since, both 
times in my home in Macon.” 

Mrs. Field said she had not even 
told her family of the marriage bntil 
a few weeks before she hegan the 
annulment action.

Buffalo, May 23.—Wind, rain and 
what was described as a tidal wave 
struck a series of devastating blows 
at central and portions of western 
New York today, causing property 
damage estimated at thousands of 
dollars, but resulting in no deaths 
and few injuries. 

The tidal wave swept virtually the 
entire southern shore of Lake On- 
tario, from the mouth of the Niagara 
river at Youngstown to Oswezuy, 
raising the water about four feet 
ebove normal.. Its origin remains a 
mystery tonight. At the time it oc- 
curred there was only a light wind. 

The fury, of the wave seemed to 
center near’ Sodus Point, where be- 
tween the lowest and highest level 
vf the water there was a difference 
of eight feet. The same variztion 
was reported from Oswego. — Slight 
earth tremors were said to have been 
noted by some residents at Sodus 
Point. 

Serious: damage to shipping and 
lake-front property was reported from 
Summerville and Charlotte; north of 
Rochester, Poultneyville and Sodus 
Point, Oswego and smaller places 
along the shore. At. Olcott Beach, 
Wilson and Fort Niagara, all along 
the shore line in Niagara county, 
some rise and fall of the water was 
noted, but at no time did it assume 
the proportion of the wave east of 
those points.

He showed what other states, many 
of them southern states, are doing for 
their higher institutions- of learning 
and drew a comparison which showed 
that orgia, as a state, is lagging 
behind ‘woefully in her» support of 
these institutions. , 
One of the first steps to be taken 
to improve conditions at the univer-

Complete Reformation. — 


A complete reformation in. the 
method of handling state finances 
and moneys was’achieved by that lég- 
islature, under the leadership of Gov: 
ernor Angus W. McLean and, during 
the closing days of the session. it was 
the privilege of the writer to spend 
several hours with Governor McLean 


fin a study of the situation of that 


state and a comparison of its prob- 
lems and remedies as compared to 
Georgia. 

| Governor McLean, immediately on 
taking office before the legislature 
met, instituted a private imquiry into 
the affairs of the state government, 
in all its branehes and all its state- 
supported institutions. He established 
a competent corps of secretaries, sten 
ographers, statisticians and others in 
the executive mansion and ‘analyzed 
and digested the entire conditions of 
his state government down to the last 
. detail. : 

As a result of this work, he was 
enabled to go before his legislature 
with every fact and figure at his in- 
stant command. 

The position of the governor of 
North Carolina in regards to legis- 
lative matters is somewhat different 
from that of the governor of Georgia. 
There, for instance, the governér does 
not have the veto power on measures 
enacted by the assembly, but this cir- 
sumstance is offset by the fact that 
he has much greater influence in an 
advisory capacity and as a leader in 
proposing necessary legislation. 

After completing his study of his 
state and its needs. Governor Rie- 
Lean called in experienced legisia- 
tors, and they drew up a series of 
hills. 35 all told, which, if enacted.

Budget Measure. 


The other Mil, the budget measure, 
was far-reaching in its effect. 

In the first place, it gave. the gov- 
ernor the Chief power over the direc- 
tion of the state’s affairs—something 
he had never before enjoyed. For it 
made him, in an ex-officio capacity, 
director of the budget and thus put 
him in fw control of the purse 
strings for every state department and 
state department and state-supported 
institution. . ; 

Under. this law, each organization 
desiring state appropriation, is re- 
quired to draw up an itemized budget 
for its @xpenses for the coming two 
years before the legislature meets, and 
submit it to the governor, or budget 
cirector. The governor demands that 
these estimates shall be in utmost de- 
tuil and, where he can, makes say- 
‘ings in the operation of the different 
branehes of state activity. The legis- 
lathre then makes its appropriations, 
using these estimates as a guide. 

The appropriation made: by the 
legislature, however, is considered 
merely as the maximum appropriation 
and, if the gawernor, in his capacity 
as budget director, can effect any 
further savings he is employed to do 
£0. 

The legislature passes the appro- 
rriations in the early spring of the 
year. Some months later. prior to 
the beginning of the new fiscal year 
on July.1, the departments and in- 
stitutions again apply to the budget 
Girector for the moneys appropriated 
‘qr them by the legislature. The bud- 
get director—ygovernor—then requires 
n resubmission of the itemized re- 
Guisition anc he makes a careful 
study of this, item by item, to see 
what economies can ‘be effected with- 
out impairing the efficiency of the’ 
organization. 

For instance. Suppose the state uni- 
versity includes in its budget an item 
calling for $10,000 for the operation 
of its laundry. The governor can ll 
for a more detailed budget on this

STEFANSSON SAYS 
AMUNDSEN SAFE. 

New York, May 2.—(By the Asso- 
clated “Press.)—-If Amundsen and his 
party are not heard from before Mon- 
day the chan‘es’ are about even that 
he has Janded on the north coast of 
Alaska and now is safe there, Vilh- 
jalmar Stefansson. noted Arctic ex- 
plorer, said tonight. He expressed the 
opinion that it is likely Amundsen, 
instead of stopping at the pole, has 
continued across the Arctie. 

“I never did believe that Amundsen 
would stop at the north pole if his 
machines were going well,” said Mr.

But by : con- 
tinuing to Alaska, Amundsen would 
fly across the only great unexplored 
area in the northern. hemisphere, 
either discovering land or demonstrate 
ing its absence.” 

U. 8S. AID SOUGHT 
FOR RESCUE PARTY. 

Ios Angeles, May 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Haakon H. Ham- 
mer, associate in Roald Amundsen’s 
previous polar flight attempts and 
leader of the expedition to Amund- 
sens relief in. 1923, at present in 
Ios Angeles, telegraphed the navy 
department today asking its coopera- 
tion and the services of an expert 
Arctic flier: if it becomes necessary 
again to go to the assistance of the 
Norwegian explorer. 

Hammer, who in 1924 arranged 
for the American ravy’s cooperation

Lieutenant Davidson, considered by 
Hammer as one of the most capable 
aerial navigators, was assigned last 
year to the flight which failed to ma- 
terialize. 

The telegram to Admiral Moffett 
follows: 

“In event Amundsen not heard 
from within five days and I am able 
to obtain financial support for re- 
hef airplane. could T have services of 
Lieutenant Ralph Davidson and your 
assigtance and support as previously 
granted? Understand plane equip- 
ment available in Switzerland on two 
weeks’ notice.” |

Year Shows Slight In- 
crease Over Balance in 
Treasury in 1924. 


$100,000 OF SUM 
IS SINKING FUND 


Comptroller General 
Wright Gratified That 
Appropriations Were in 
Line With Budget Plans. 


Georzia’s estimated revenue for the 
year 1925, as shown in the annual re- 
port.of Comptroller General William 
A. Wright, is $10,917,377.44, com- 
~ pared to appropriations made for 
1925 of $10,136,856. This leaves a 
balance, provided the estimate of rev- 
enue proves correct, of $780,521.44, 
to meet all additional appropriations 
for the year which may be made 
when the legislature convenes on 
Jane 24. 

Advance sheets on the comptroller 
general's report were received from 
the printer on Saturday and it is ex- 
pected that the complete report will 
be ready for distribution in the next 
few days. 

In addition to the revenue meted 
above, the state receives $6,624,934 
from special sources, all of which, 
however, is appropriated for special 
purposes in the laws providing for its 
collection. Thus the aggregate ex- 
pense of the state government for the 
year 1925 will be $17,542.311.44, ex- 
clusive of any adMtional appropria- 
tions the legislature may make; 

The balance in the treasury on 
January 1, 1924, was slightly smaller 
than that of January 1, 1925, the 
report shows. On the latter date 
there was a balance of $2,352,206.19, 
compared to $2,326,416.50 one year 
previously. Receipts from all sources 
during 1924 were $16,765,264.08, 
while total payments by the treas- 
urer were $16,730,474.39. 

General Wright, however, draws 
attention to the fact that included in 
the balance on hand is $100,000 of the 
sinking fund, which by the terms of 
the constitution can only be, used for 
retiring the principal of the ratte 
debt. 

Deficiency Seen. 

In view of the fact that after the 
session of 1925 the legislature will 
not convene again in regular session 
until June, 1927, General Wright 
draws special attention to a _  defi- 
ciency in the general fund of the 
state treasury which will exist in 
1927, unless provision is made to off- 
set it. This is caused by the fact 
that the law placing a tax of three 
cents per gallon on‘ gasoline provided 
that one-third of the revenue from 
that source should go to the treasury 
to supply the deficiency arising out 
of the discount of the Western anil 
Atlantic railroad rental. This fuel 
oil revenue is estimated for 1925 at 
$1,166,167, while the W. & A. rentals 
amount to only $540,000 annually. 
Tus, ‘the withdrawal of the fuel oil 
revenue in 1927, when the period of 
the discount of the W. & A. rentals 
. expires, will only be partially offse: 
by the availability of the rentals of 


$540,000, leaving a revenue loss for 
the year of $626,167, as compared

200 REPORTED 
KILLED IN dAP 
QUAKE AND FIRE 


Meager Reports Indicate 
Thousands Are Injured 
and Over 10,000 Left 
Homeless. 


TROOPS ORDERED 
TO STRICKEN AREA 


Traffic Is Paralyzed in 
Western Japan as Refu- 
gees, Frantic With Fear, 
Flee Flames. 


Tokio, May Two hundred per- 
sons were killed in the earthquake 
that rocked the west coast of Japan 
today, according to an official esti- 
mate made public tonight by the de- 
partment of communications. 

It is estimated’ several thousand 
persons were injured. These estimates 
were made on the basis of reports re- 
ceived here up to midnight. 

While relief was being rushed to 
the stricken populace on the west 
coast, another earthquake, the second 
in 24 hours rocked Tokio and the en- 
tire island at 11:40 o'clock tonight. 
The frightened residents of the capi- 
tal fled into the streets terror-strick- 
en but no damage was done. 

The earth tremors were vertical 
and were the sharpest felt here in 
months. They lasted 19 minutes. 

The towns of Kinosaki, Toyooka 
and Kumihama were the chief vic- 
tims. Some reports say their destruc- 
tion was virtually complete; other 
accounts assert they were only par- 
tially destroyed. Hundreds of homes 
were left in ashes, the little Japanese 
frame structures crumpling like 
matchwood before the attack of flame 
and the violence of the earth tremors, 
Bridges were demolished and railroads 
and mines destroyed. 

Kinosaki and ‘Toyooka are about 
SO miles northwest of Kyoto. 

Staff correspondents of the Osaka 
Mainichi, traveling over the stricken 
area in an airplane, gave the first 
eyewitness descriptions of the disas- 
ter. Kinosaki, a famous hot springs 
center, was the most severely dam- 
aged. ‘The town contained 600 houses. 
and a number of large hotels.

Dayton Ready for Clash 


EVOLUTION TRIAL OPENS IN TENNESSEE TOWN MONDAY 


Of Science and Theology| 


Dayton, Tenn., May 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)}—Dayton tonight 
was dusting off its best bib and 
tucker in preparation for the first 
phase of the court test of. the con- 
stitutionality of the recently enacted 
Tennessee law against the teaching 
of evolution in the public schools,

special session Monday, will start the 
revolution of the wheel that is ex- 
pected eventually to decide whether | 
evolution is a theory, a science, or 
both, and whether it can form a part 
of school courses ds the recent leg- 
islature has said it cannot, 

Held for Grand Jury. 

John T. Scopes, science teacher in 
the Rhea county high school, recent 
graduate of the University of Ken- 
tuecky, and now, released for the sum- 
mer months from the school room, 
an automobile salesman, is the cen- 
tral figure in the test. He was for- 
mally charged with a violation of the 
law and, May 9 given a preliminary 
hearing before three justices of the 
peace. They held that he was “tech- 
nically if not intentionally guilty” 
and held him for action by the grand 
jury. His bond was placed at $1,000 
but he was not required to post sure- 


ties. 
The ease has thrown Dayton 
squarely in the center of the stage of 


publicity. The county seat of Rhea 
county is a small town, its popula- 
tion not being much in. excess of 
2,000. The courthouse where the 
trial will be held if Scopes is in- 
dicated regarded as a certain develop- 
ment, is a building of the orthodox 
courthouse type, sheltered by scores 
of trees, a dozen varieties of maples. 
An immense lawn surrounds the 25- 
year-old building and* here it is 
planned to have most of the crowd, 
expected to gather for the trial, hear 
the argument. 

The town itself is in the center of 
a rich section with a double reason 
for gratitude at the bounty of na- 
ture. Rhea is well at the head of 
the class as a strawberry producing 
county and there only some half doz- 
en minerals known to the United 
States that cannot be found within 


50 miles of Dayton, well posted citi- 
zens say. Not all are found in suf- 
ficient quantity te be profitable but 
they are here and hereabouts say 
the home folk. 

Dayton also runs largely to scen- 
ery. Half a dozen mountain peaks 
look @own on the town.

There are minor 
influences such as personal piques, 
disappointed office seekers, persons 
whose chances of preferment lie in 
riding on some one else’s kite, and the 
opposition which any executive is 
bound to arouse among certain groups 
of voters no matter what he does. 
The longer a man is in office the more 
enemies he makes, the more disap- 
pointments he causes, and the more 
difficulty he has in pleasing the body 
politic, 

Mr. Coolidge and his advisers are 
well aware of this situation and Sen- 
ator Butler, manager of the presi- 
dent’s last campaign and chairman of 
the republican national committee, al- 


ready has begun tightening up the 
political organization to combat it. 
Though responsible persons hesitate 
to discuss it for fear of creating 
unjustified alarm, there is evidence 
that trade has fallen off in the last 
few weeks.

PRESSURE CENTERS

Secretary of Treasury 
Mellon and Senator Cou- 
zens Are Now Agreed on 
20 Per Cent Maximum. 


Washington, May 23.—Tax reduc- 
tion by the next congress, already 
assured, probably will be the last for 
a long time to come, and all focccs 
are marshalling to get their snare of 
it. For this’ reason, congress wil 
face a difficult task in drawing up a 
tax measure. 

Representative cf various inicrests 
are beginning to make their views 
known, and here and there a word 
has come from a member of cvagress 
who will have a part in shaping tax 
legislation. During the next four 
months, the country will pernuaps wit- 
ness an increasing tax propaganda. 

Business is demanding a reduction 
of surtaxes, in which desire they are 
aided by the position of the adminis 
tration, most actively by Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon. At ever 
large business organization zathering, 
a resolution asking reduction of sur- 
taxes is drafted. Leaders of indus- 
try are carrying their appeal ia pub- 
lic speeches. 

Cut in. Surtaxes. 

It is certain that there wi'l be a 
cut in surtaxes, but how far, it is 
difficult to say. Men with such wid>- 
ly divergent views on some phasgs 
of taxation as Mellon and Senator 
Couzens, of Michigan, agree on a 
maximum of 20 per cent, just half 
of the present rate, but it is doubtful 
if surtaxes will be reduced to that 
} extenf,. 

There are demands, too, for reduc- 
tion in estate tax rates, or abolition 


of them, and requests for repeal of 
many war-time taxes which are still 
levied. But as yet there has regen 
only one appeal for a further cut 
the tax burden of the average man 
Senator Couzens’ recommendations 
that all incomes of less than $5,000" 
be exempt from federal taxation.

At Du- 
luth, Minn., and Houghton, Mich., 
it was reported to be freezing. Snow 
was blowing over the northern end 
of Michigan. In Ontario the mercury 
dropped to 26 degrees at White River 
and 24 degrees at Cochrane. 
92 Degrees In New York. 

In New York city the tempera 
ture at 4:30 o’clock was 92 degrees, 
the highest on record for any May 23 
since establishment of the weather 
bureau in 1871. It aiso was the 
highest temperature of the season. No 
heat fatalities were reported.

ANTICS OF TORPEDO 
PUZZLE NAVY CHIEFS 


Aboard U. S. S. Seattle, at Anchor 
| off Lahaina, Island of Maui, T. H.., 


| May 23.—(By the Associated Press.) 


| Phe weird antics of an apparently 
“trained” torpedo launched by one 
of the “white” ships in yesterday's 
naval maneuvers occupied the center 
of conversation today when officers 
coneerned in the exercises of the past 
two days met for a critique of their 
work. 

Observers aboard the _ battleship 

West Virginia, the flagship of the 
“green” fleet in the two-day mock 
war, reported that a torpedo had been 
sighted 200 yards away, headed 
straight for the vessel. Vice Admiral 
H. A. Wiley had the course of the big 
battleship changed to dodge the pro- 
jectile, but the torpedo “porpoised,” 
that is, came to the surface on the 
top of a wave, like a porpoise. Then 
it changed its course about 80 de- 
grees and again headed for the Wrest 
Virginia, 

Again. by Admfral Wiley’s order, 
the West Virginia was swung out of 
the way. But the torpedo again “por- 
poised” about, 100 yards from the 
flagship, changed its course, and 
headed for the battleship. It was too 
late t@ turn again, and the torpedo 
caught the leader of the 16-inch divi- 
sion abéut amidships, where the ship 
is most subject to torpedo damage. 

Thus, the faulty mechanism of a 
torpedo, which is supposed to main- 
tain a straight course after being 
fired, resulted in the scoring of a 
direct hit. which otherwise would have 
been avoided by the West Virginia's 
twistings. 

Another airplane accident occurred 
during the maneuvers yesterday, it 
was disclosed today. A scout plane, 
after leaving the catapult. aboard the 
U. S. S. Nevada, was unable to gain 
enough power to rise from tha sea. 
It up-ended in the waves, tail skr- 
ward. The pilot climbed out of the 
fusilage and hung on to the frame- 
work until rescued by a destroyer a 
few minutes later.

For instance, in the 
distussion there has come to the sur- 
face that which has been deep in the 
hearts or far-.in the background of 
the thoughts of many of the rank and 
file of southern Methodists. 


“The relation of the negro to the 
Methodist Episcopal church is the 
bone of contention in the last analy- 
sis. To some of us this is not new 
information. This should be cleared 
up at the earliest possible moment. 
A misapprehension or an illusion may 
defeat even God's good cause. We 
have had in our office a number of 
inquiries in the fellowing language: 
‘Do the negroes of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church worship in white 
congregations?’ Then we learn that 
it is being circulated through the 
south that they do; that they mingle 
worship and take communion 
with the white folks. This is abso- 
Intely misleading. The negroes have 
their own churches, their own pas- 
tors, their own bishop, and their own 
conferences. They are seldom seen 
in white congregations, save as cas- 
ual visitors or caretakers of the house 
of. God. 

“They are working out their own 
problems as a race, and are doing it 
very successfully. We are giving 
them -all the assistance possible by 
advice and benevolence, They are 
given recognition as Methodist Epis- 
copalians. They are fellowshiped as 
worthy Christians. We wish that this 
understandin might be  breadcast 
throughout the south, so that men 
everywhere would ae to understand 
it in the proper ligh The negro is 
a member of the 4 thodist Episcopal 
Chureh, and should be considered no 
more of a problem than the German 
or Scandinavian sections, which have 
their pastors and churches and con- 
ferences.’ 

“The pending plan of unification 
may have its weaknesses: but we do 
not believe there is in it the slightest 
justification for the view that its 
adoption will result in a mingling of 
the races in the south. The Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, is a 
white man’s chureh: in the united 
church, Jurisdiction No. 2 will be a 
white man’s jurisdiction.’-—Editorial

Friends of the faculty member pro- 
tested and the matter was brought 
to the attention of the general assem- 
bly in the form of a report which put 
it up .to the assembly to act in the 
matter. 

Ic hecame known today that the 
committee on education was trying 
to work out a plan by which full 
justice might be done all concerned 
in the faculty of the college. 

The church enthusiastically went 
on record today as opposed to union- 
izing with any other denomination 
their work among the Chinese on the 
Pacific coast.

The report on the pension system 
was presented by Will H. Hays, mo- 
tion picture head, and at the same time 
he announced that Andrew W. Mellon, 
secretary of the treasury, had accepted 
the treasurership of the laymen’s com- 
mittee empowered to obtain the initial 
fund. Mr. Hays was named chairman 
of the committee at the general asseiao- 
bly in Grand Rapids last year. 

The presbytery of Washington is en- 
couraged to go ahead with plans for 
the building of a “monumental” church 
there to act as a Presbyterian center 
and a permanent quarters for the gen- 
eral assembly, in the report of the 
Presbyterian national capital commis- 
sion. 

Such action was trged by Dr. 
Charles Wood, pastor of the Church of 
the Coventry, and after his address, a 
motion was made that the church he 
supported in the movement. This was 
amended, however. before passed, to 
permit any other Presbyterian church 
there to participate in the movement. 


Low Pay to Ministers. 


In an address that bristled with in- 
dictments of denominations that pay 
low salaries to ministers, Mr. Hays 
declared the new pension plan de- 
manded the united support of the 
church to bring to fruition. Actual 
solicitation for’ the $15,000,000 fund, 
he said, will begin as soon as 4,000 
churches and the same number of min- 
isters have adopted it. 

“For a life of service the average 
material compensation of preachers in 
America is less than that paid ditch 
diggers,” he said. This situation, long 
endured, is an economic and moral 
crime. Under*the new plan, minimum 
pensions will be $600 and maximum 
$2,000. It is to go into effect April 
1, 1926. 

The assembly is rapidly clearing its 
decks of routine matters in prepara- 
tion for settlement of the issue which

Will H. Hays, head of the Motion 
Picture _Producers and Distributors 
of America, and an elder of the Pres- 
byterian church, is asked to explain 
why he “conrones a nd defends” pro- 
ducers who turn out “bad” pictures 
in a report of the department of moral 
nt of the church made public to- 
ay. 

Mr. Hays, who is chairman of the 
church’s committee of laymen seeking 
to raise $15,000,000 to put the de- 
nomination’s new pension plan into 
effect, appeared before the Presby- 
terian general assembly today, pre- 
senting the committe’s report. He 
left at noon for New York. 

The welfare department’s report, 
which contains a history of the 
church’s efforts in the last ten vears 
for regulation of the movies, will “he 
circulated among assembly commis- 
sioners on Monday in pamphlet form 
by Dr. Charles Scanlon, associate sec- 
retary of the Presbyterian board of 
Christian education, in charge of the 
moral welfare department. Dr. Scan- 
lon also plans to bring the report for- 
mally before the assembly for action. 

Questionable Plays. 

It quotes a New York interview 
with Mr. Hays in March, last. in 
which the latter said that “more than 
100 questionable books and plays 
have been kept from the screen volun 
tarily by our members.” 

“However, Mr. Hays failed to say 
that hundreds of grossly immoral pic- 
tures are daily shown by these same 
companies, and that salacious ‘books 
are being constantly filmed by these 
same companies,” the report declares. 

“This sophistry is as if a criminal 
pleaded exculpation because he did not 
commit as many crimes as he might 
have committed, though he does not 
deny his guilt. 

“Since Mr. Hays represents these 
producers. defends them and condones 
their conduct, it is pertinent to ask 
him to name the objectionable pic- 
tures which he has succeeded in hav- 
ing debarred from the screen since he 
took his present position, March 6, 

Position of Hays. 

“To the writer, Mr. Hays said 
that he had not been able to elimi- 
nate bad pictures made before he 
took office, nor to prevent the pro- 
duction of additional evil ones since. 

“Mr. Hays modestly claims to be

will be some ot the measures either 
introduced or supported by RKepre- 
sentative Will H. Stanford, of 
Lowndes county, in the coming ses- 
sion of the Georgia general assembly. 

In a statement prepared, for the 
Associated Press, teprésentative 
Stanford asserts that he will like- 
wise offer or support an amendment 
to the present law creating the state 
auditing department, which . would 
make it mandatory that “after the ex- 
piration of the present auditor's term 
of office,” no person would be quali- 
fied to serve in such capacity “un- 
less he be a certified public account- 
ant licensed by the state of Geor- 
gia. 

Support will also be given by the 
representative from Lowndes to a 
measure which will require all state 
agencies and departments “to remit 
their gross collections of taxes and 
fees directly to the state treasury,” 
instead of the present method used 
whereby much of the state's funds 
is placed in banks throughout the 
state. 

“A similar bill,” said the repre- 
sentative, “was sponsored by my for- 
mer colleague, J. B. Copeland, and 
myself, and passed the house at the 
1924 session, only to meet with a 
most mysterious and cruel death in 
the senate.” 

Relatives to the repealing of the 
present tax equalization law, Mr. 
Stanford says: 

“Nothing of a permanent nature 
can be done in the way of tax reform 
in Georgia until that bone of conten- 
tion and football of Georgia politics 
has been gotten out of the wary.” 

As to that legislation which, if pre- 
sented in the general assembly, he will 
oppose, Representative Stanford men- 
tions the following proposed measures 
which he understands ‘will doubtless 
come up in the legislature”: 

“The bill to take from the people 
the right to elect their judges. 

“Any increases in the automobile 
tag license or in the tax on gasoline. 

“All proposed state bond issues with 
the possible exception of a small is- 
sue with which to pay deferred pen- 
sions.

He averaged 16 stzike- 
outs per game and allowed from one 
to three hits. 

Rhem is quite a character. He is 
a southerner through and through. 
born and raised on a farm about 50 
miles from old Charleston. They rais- 
ed cotton, pine trees and turpentine 
on this farm. Considerable contrast 
to the farm life of the average far- 
mer. boy of the middle west. Ma- 
laria and mosquitoes were the main 
enemies of life on this Carolina farm. 
To this day Rhem bears the marks 
of old mosquito wounds and the hypo- 
cermic injections ‘for infection nd 
malaria. - 

He is a tall husky, supple boy, ear- 
nest, a lot of unction, a pronounced 
southern drawl and a lot of courage, 
confidence and good sense. He also 
has ea lot of stuff on the ball. Rhem, 
and not Vance, was really the strike 
out king of the 1924 season. Pitching 
for Fort Smith in the Western asso- 
ciation, last season Rhem had 282 
strikeouts. 20 more than the 262 rec- 
ord“eompiled by Vance. Rhem declares 
that according to his own tabulation 
kept carefully, he had over 300, but 


that the records kept on him while on 
the road were not accurate. Be that 
as it may, he had plenty.

An interesting and distinctive fea- 
ture of Marmon construction which, 
under existing congested conditions of

In answer to the question which 
girls throughout the south are now 
asking, “What occupation shall 1 
choose for my life work?’ the South- 
érn Woman's Educational alliance 
will broadcast by radio a series of 
vocational talks every afternoon next 
week. Mrs. Samuel] M. Inman, presi- 


dent of the Atlanta branch of this or- 
ganization which carries on work in 
a number of southern states, will in- 
troduce this series, and will explain 
the kind of help the alliance is giving 
girls of today, .

ANTHONY’S CHAPEL CHURCH, 
LINCOLN COUNTY, GEORGIA. 

Before the year 1848 there was a 
brush arbor built on to a school room 
so local preachers could preach the 
gospel to the neighbors’ wives and 
children who had no way to go seven 
miles to the . earest. c..urch house. 

Then in, 1848 a building committee 
composed .of N. ©. Ware, Joseph 
Ware and Alexander Frazier. (a dea- 
con of the Baptist church) took their 
carpenters and built Anthony’s chapel 
church. Every piece of timber was 
hewn out with an. ax except the 
floor and -weather boarding. The 
benches were substantially. iaade and 
are still used in ehapel church. The 
pulpit, a kind of box at one end of 
the church, had four steps to get up 
to it. You could not see the preacher 
when he knelt to pray. Had. preach- 
ing any day of the week except Mon- 
day, as the few preachers: went. from 
place to place preaching. In- those 
days we had a love feast on. Sunday 
morning. This exercise is a sad loss 
to the church now. 

The land on which this church 
stands was donated by Mrs. Rachel 
Sims, a Baptist lady. The trustees) 
accepted this gift but never had a 
deed until twenty-five years after her 
death, when her son, Leonard Sims, 
voluntarily gave the deeds. . The old 
church was torn down in 1897 and 
the present church built. .There is a 
very interesting Sunday ‘school, La- 
dies’ Missionary so¢tiety and Epworth 
sana pe.

uilding Erected By Atlanta Man; 
One of Best Garages in the Country 


Structure Will Be Opened 
To Public on June 3. 


The Ivy Street Garage, a _ six- 
hundred capacity automobile hotel, 
which is said to be one of the largest 
and perhaps the most modern struc- 
tures of its nature in the world, is 
being completed at the junction of 
Ivy street and Exchange place, and 
will be opened on June 3, according 
to announcements by —* Jones, 
proprietor. 


The Ivy Street Garage, designed by 
the Lockwood-Greene & Company en- 
gineers, is being constructed by the 
Griffin Construction company, of At- 
lanta. The design of the building was 
worked out after Bolling Jones, promi- 
nent capitalist and manufacturer of 
Atlanta, in company with engineers 
from the Lockwood-Greene & Co., 
made a tour of the larger cities of 
the United States, inspecting other 
large auto hotels and studying them 
to determine their best features. 
These features that were regarded as 
the most advantageous were worked 
into the design of the Atlanta struc- 
ture, making it perhaps the best and 
most efficiently constructed building 
of its kind in the world. Cities visited, 
where large automobile garages have 
recently been built, and where build- 


ings of that kind are under course 
of construction are Washington, D. 


C., where one with space for 1,000 
machines is being built; Cleveland, 
Baltimore, Pittsburg, St- Louis and 
Boston. 

A feature of the. Atlanta building 
is the patented ramps that have been 
used, and the efficient manner in 
which cars can be driven from the 
ground floor of the building to the 
topmost story withogé a change of 
gears. This feat of driving a car from 
the street to the top floor of a mod- 


‘skyscraper is made possible, by the 


staggared construction of the build- 
ing, the floors in the first half of the 
building being raised about six feet 
above the rear portion, permitting the 


‘ramps to raise the vehicles a half 


story at a time. The staggared ramps 
are used in the most modern auto 


' garages with multiple stories, as they 


are said to have many advantages 
over the circular type ramps, used 
in some of the new structures. 


The Lockwood-Greene & Co., en- 
gineers gave the matter of erecting 
this building the most careful study 
and it is said to be one of the best 
constructed buildings in the city. The 


dimensions of the building are 200x200 


feet, the first fifty feet being devoted 
to an office building. The building is 
six stories high, and the large num- 
ber of handsome offices will be for 
rent to business concerns. A feature 
of these offices will be theig con- 
venience with reference to the auto- 
mobile, the owners of which may drive 
their cars direct from home to the 
very door of their office by reason 
of the staggared ramps. 


Fireproof Construction. 


The building is constructed of con- 
crete and steel, the columns and sup- 
porting beams being arranged in the 
most efficient manner to provide both 
strength and light. The entire space 
on each floor, except the first, will 
be devoted to storage of cars. The 
space on each floor in which cars 
will stand in numbered sstalls is 
150x200 feet. The ramps go up from 
the center of the floors, ascending ve- 
hicles turning to the right and going 
to the right hand wall where another 
ramp takes up half a story. Descend- 
ing cars also turn to the right, mak- 
ing it impossible for cars to meet and 
collide. 

On the first floor arrangements are 
made to provide such service as wash- 
ing and polishing, filling crank cases, 
putting in’ gas and oil and rendering 
such other Jight service that might be 
required to put the car in shape for 
road service. Several small _ store 
roms, communicating with Ivy street, 
have also been provided on _ the 
ground floor, in which accessory deal- 
ers and dealers in commodities that 
have some relation to the automobile, 
will be sold. The spacious office of 
the building, with windows through 
which patrons driving into the garage 
from the street may communicate 
with the clerk in charge before driv- 
ing the car to its allotted space- The 
offices consist of two large rooms, 
which will be equipped with modern 
appointments and supplies. 


The equipment on the ground floor 
for giving service to the cars will 
be of the most approved type, every- 
thing being provided for labor and 
time-saving and efficiency. — 

W. E. Matthews, who represents 
the Lockwood-Ggeene & Co. firm, has 
supervised the construction of the 
mammoth structure since its first 
foundation stone was laid. He de- 
clares the building to be the most 
splendidly constructed and says that 
it will give the most efficient service. 

The Ivy Street»Garage stands on 
Ivy street, at the intersection of Ex- 
change place, and between Decatur 
and Edgewood avenue. It is in a cen- 
tral location and was erected, it was 
declared, to fill a growing need for 
downtown parking space in order that 
business men might have a place to 
leave their cars without the danger of 
being stolen or their owners being 
served with a summons to court for 
parking too long on the central busi- 
ness streets. 

Holds 600 Autos. 

The fact that it will accommodate 

about 600 cars will mean that a large 


number of the cars now forced to 
stand on the downtown thoroughfares 
will be taken off the streets, and it 
is expected that the building — will 
prove highly: popular from its open- 
ing day. 

The sixth or top floor of the big 
garage will have arrangements also 
for washing and polishing cars, while 
other floors between the top and _ bot- 
tom will be devoted entirely to 
storage. 

Every detail of the building’s con- 
struction has been cagefully super- 
vised by Lockwood-Greene & Co.'s 
resident engineer, and each feature 
of the big buildingis said to be mod- 
ern in every respect. While the con- 


crete and. steel construction renders 
the building absolutely proof against 
fire, the building has been equipped 


throughout with automatie sprinklers. 


This might be looked upon as super- 
fluous to laymen, but in view of the 
fact that cars in the structure will 
contain inflammable oils and are 
themselves subject to destruction by. 
fire, this feature was looked upon as 
necessary. It also’ reduced the insur- 
ance rates on the building, it is point- 
ed out. 

Work on the mammoth garage is 
being rushed with all possible speed, 
and it is expected that it will be 
ready for the formal opening which 
has been set for June 3 to 6. ,

Was Lod Year's Billion-Dollar 
Advertising Account Justifiable?

The continual 
amount of advertising in the United 
States during the past decade or two 
has provoked no little criticism from 
various quarters. Many people feel 
that the expense involved in adver- 
itsing is large, if not wholly, an “eco- 
nomic burden and a tax upon the con- 
suming public. This view is not 
shared by most business men, nor by 
the majority of people generally, but 
it is held by some economists and 
other thinking persons whose opinions 
are at least worthy of respect. 

_ One reason for some of the. criti- 
cisms ig the fact that the expendi- 
tures for advertising are publicly vis- 
ible. Certain other methods of mar- 
keting, which may in reality be much 
more tasteful, are not so readily ob- 
servable and as their cost cannot be 
estimated by the outsider, they do not 
receive their due share of censure. 
Advertising. however, is publicity: 
every member of the publie can ob- 
serve its magnitude and estimate the 
amount of money invested in it. Au- 
thorities have calculated that our an- 
nual advertising bill now exceeds a 
hillion dollars. This sum certainly is 
large enough to warrant some analysis 
to discover whether or not it is eco- 
nomically justified. 

Savings in Cost. 

The most common justification of 
this expenditure is that advertising 
does a very necessary part of the 
work of marketing which could not be 
done so cheaply in any other way. In 
other words, advertising pays, and the 
inereasing use of advertising may be 
considered evidence that no alterna- 
tive method has proved more efficient. 
From the viewpoint of the advertiser, 
this justification is sufficient. It is 
supported by analogous experiences 
in the productive processes of indus- 
try, where costly labor-saving machin- 
ery has more than paid for itself. in 
the safting of human effort. Adver- 
tising may fairllvy be considered as a 
labor-saving device that substitutes 
machine methods of selling in mass 
for personal methods of selling by and 
to individuals. 

This reasoning is supported by a 
considerable hody of concrete evi- 
dence. Manufacturers have reported 
that through the use of advertisinz 
they have reduced their total cost of 
marketing their products. Savings of 
AO per cent and even more in. total 
selling cost have been cited by large 
national advertisers as the result of 
their use of advertising. 

Dealers commonly receive a smaller 
margin of profit in advertised articles 
than on brands that are not so well- 
known. This smaller margin, of 
course, is justified by the fact that the 
advertised article requires less sales 
effort on their part, and also involves 
less risk and less capital investment, 
hecause of its rapid work of selling. 


More commonly it does only a_ part. 
But to the extent that advertising does | 
necessary work and does it more effi- | 
ciently than word-of-mouth it is eco- | 
nomical and a wealth-producer. 
Besides the saving in marketing 
cost, national advertising has made 
possible the building up of large-scale | 
specialized enterprises, with conse- 
quent economies in production cost. 
These could hardly be maintained ex- 
cept by using large scale methods of | 
marketing. It is unquestionable that | 
a considerable portion of our adver-| 
tising bill is more than offset by the | 
economies it has effected in the costs 


of manufacturing and marketing 
Consumer’s Cost Economies. 
How large a proportion of these 
savings has been passed along to the 
consumer is in most cases a matter 
of conjecture. i 
consumer has benefitted by a lower 
price, or better quality at the same 
price, but usually tks benefits have 
not been definite and measureable. It 
happens, moreover, that other costs.of 
materials, manufacture and selling 
have awe F so rapidly in recent years 
that any savings that might otherwise 
have made by the use. of adver- 
tising have been completely obscured. 


After all, the economic justfication 
of advertising does not depend on the 
assumption that cae cost is entirely 
offset by. the economies it effects. 
Even if the consumer has to pay a 
part of the cost, he does not suffer, 
provided he receives services which are 
worth the price he pays. 

Advertising is frequently spoken of 
as a force that ‘‘creates demand.” In 
reality, its power to do this is exceed- 
ingly limited. The advertiser whose 
product does not satisfy a demand 
that already exists (though it may be 
latent and not consciously felt) is 
likely to find the task of marketing 
his goods so costly as to be almost im- 
practicable. The modern advertiser 
tries to adapt his goods to the pres- 
ent demands of consumers by catering 
to their wishes in such matters hs ma- 
terials, design, workmanship, packag- 
ing and every other respect. When he 
has analyzed the demand of the mar- 
ket and has adapted his product to 
it, so far as possible, his task is to 
inform eonsumeérs that®*what they 
want is now available. If in some 
respect his goods do not conform to 
the whims of consumers, he may need 
to use considerable effort to show 
them that the characteristic they ob- 
ject to is really an advantage. Thus, 
if they prefer white soap, he may need 
to demonstrate that the brown, green, 
or yellow color of his soap signifies 
qualities or ingredients that help to 
insure the satisfactory performance of 
the product. 

Information Derived. 

From the viewpoint of the con: 
sumer, such information is decidedly 
serviceable. And this is only a minor 
illustration of the informative value 
of advertising. Some advertising con- 
tains information of vastly greater 
value than this. Let us examine some 
of the other services that advertising 
renders the consumer. 

First of all, he obtains information 


about new commodities and improve-. 


ments of old commédities. The news 
of the merchandise world he obtains 
from the advertising columns is in 
many respects as important to him as 
the news of events which he obtains 
from the reading columns. These new 
commodities may be of a kind for 
which he has not habitually used and 
for which he has felt no particular de- 
sire. With a commodity of the latter 
class a considerable amount of eduea- 
tion may be needed before he perceives 
the wisdom of buying it. The -first 
safety razor, the first adding machine, 
the first visible typewriter, required 
an considerable amount of educational 
work before people who could use 
them advantageously were ready to 
buy them. 

A second kind of information Is that 
of new uses for old products. This 
is one of the most extensive services 
which advertising performs. Our pres- 
ent large consumption of fruits, nota- 
bly oranges and raisins, is due in large 
part to the knowledge of healthful 
uses of these -products which the 
housewife has obtained through ad- 
vertisements. Many advertisements,

A third class of information fs that 
which points out the specific merits 
of a particular brand of a habitually- 
used commodity. This is a somewhat 
lower kind of service, perhaps, but it 
tends to make consumers as a whole 
wiser and more intelligent buyers. Of 
similar character is the humble_neces- 
sdry information regarding styles, 
qualities, prices, ‘ehaggeie to buy, how 
to Bape and other details the buyer 
needs. 


A fourth class of information may 
be described as “general.” It includes 
science, literature, history, art, dits 
of knewledge from many fields. Some 
of this is used to develop an apprecia- 
tion of particular products: some es- 
tablishes the authority and prestige 
of the advertiser; some is even more 
distantly related to the work of mar- 
keting. ‘ 

Benefits to Sommunity. 

Along with service to the individ- 
ual consumer, the information trans- 
mitted by advertising has certain 
benefits to the community as a whole. 
It provides insurance of definite 
high standards of quality in merchan- 
dise. The advertiser who puts be- 
fore the public an announcement re- 
garding the quality of his merehan- 
dise is compelled not only by self- 
interest but bv the pressure of adver- 
tising censorship to maintain those 
standards unimpaired. 


: There is also insurance that new 
improvements in. merchandise shall 
not be withheld from the public. 
While advertising was still used to 
only a small extent. the inventor of 
a new device or improvement often 
had -diffievlty in securing the recog- 
nition of any company strong enough 
to use it. Such companies naturally 
felt a disinclination to change their 
machinery to produce the new article. 
Today nearly all manufacturers are 
eager to make improvements in their 
merchandise, for they know that il 
they do not adopt the new device 
their competitors will; or the inven- 
tor will take his case before the p** 
lic through advertising coiumns. 


More important still perhaps is the 
insurance against frauds and substi 
tutes by dishonest individual sellers. 
In every group of human beings there 
are a certain number who do not 
scruple to make dishonest represen- 
tations for the sake of a temporary 
advantage. The advertiser who tells 
his whole story to the public gives 
them protection against false state- 
ments by_his own salesmen or by the 
retailers through whose “hands his 
products pass. 

Finally, advertising serves’ the 
whole communit vy by eliminating sec- 
tional prejudices and preferences. 
The fact that from one end of the 
country to the other. people are giv- 
en the same knowledge of commodi- 
ties, tends to bring a national unity 


of thought and action as well as of) 


standards of living. The visitor to 
New York or Chicago from any city 
or town of the United States can 
step off the train confident that in 
dress and in personal articles his 
equipment is that of the 
tanite. and that his knowledge of the 
material rhings of life equals theirs. 
In older civilizations it required some 
time for the stranger to learn how 
to live in Rome as the Romans do; 
today the change from one city life to 
another is a simple matter—made

Stock Averages Will Go. 
Still Higher, Says Platt 


BY C, H. PLATT. 

New York, May 23.—(Special to 
Th Constitution.)—The stock market 
rushed higher at times in the past 
week, and many stocks scored big ad- 
vances. Occasional periods of profit- 
taking appeared, but this selling did 
not cause more than brief ereactions, 
and the same trading tactics were fol- 
lowed of putting up some other part 
of the market when profit-taking was 
in progress in other pagts. It was 
noteworthy .that the big advances 
were mostly in the higher priced 
stocks, mostly selling well above $100 
a share, including some that are neur 
200, some near 300 and one that is 
over 400, These are the sort of stocks 
that the big millionaires can handle, 
but are out of the reach of the 
The strength and 
activity in them gave a _ conclusive 
demonstration of the fact that some 
very rich men are really operating on 
the long side of the market. Here and 
there, some big gains developed in the 
lower-priced stocks, but many of them 
did very little either way. This in- 
dicated that the movement ‘is likely to 
go further, as it is normal for each 
part of the market to have its turn in 
any decided advances. It would look 
as if many of the higher-priced issues 
are not likely to move up further un- 
til there has been some gain in other 
issues. 

The average prices of industrial 
stocks, as published by leading au- 
thorities, went to new high recosee for 
all time in the past week, far exceed- 
ing the best figures of early March. 
This was accomplished by big gains 
in a few stocks that age figured in 
these averages, and a number of 
others that are included in them were 
only slightly higher. For that reason, 
it is presumed that the averages are 
going still higher, due to gains that 
are looked for in some of the stocks 
that have been backward. The rails, 
also, are expected to advance in keep- 
ing with the rise in the industrials, 
as it is a usual thing in a bull market 
for rails to seoner or later have just 
as good a rise as industrial stocks. 

Money Ptentiful. 

Among the reasons for the contin- 
ned strength in stocks where only a 
few weeks ago it was considered im- 
possible for such an advance before 
mid-summer, has been the |. vast 
amount of money available for invest- 
ment. The bond market is clear of 
offerings and new financing has been 
small, so this money bas been put into 
stocks. There are huge purgyases be- 
ing made by wealthy men ‘Who are 
now willing to trade in stocks for 
— expecting that if they do make 

ig profits, there will not be such huze 
taxes levied in the coming year. The 
high surtax rates in the past have 
kept large sums out of securities and 
out of industry that might have gone 
there. Shorts have been badly punish- 
ed recently. Any place that they pick 
out for selling. especially some stock 
that looks too high, is visited by those 
supperting the stock; and buying or- 
ders are poured into the stock and 
the shorts are squeezed.

Rubber Shares Up.

People who 
sail two months ago, when the mar- 
ket was declining so rapidly, that 
they would never trade again have 
been doing so. People who sold out 
on the last declines have been buy- 
ing back on these advances. The big 
question of, interest now is not wheth- 
er a higher market is going to be 
seen, but how much higher it is go- 
ing and how long it will last. Some 
obseryers look for strength all sum- 
mer, excepting for brief periods of re- 
action. Others expect the advance to 
end this month. A few predict that 
strength will continue until late in the 
fall and that the highest levels wil! 
not be reached for months to come. 
Such developments as a real settle- 
ment of the financial problems of Eu- 
rope, and a sharp reduction in taxes 
in this country, may not be finished 
before the end of the year and they 
may continue to be a bullish factor in 
the stock magket during all of the in- 
tervening period. The extent and 
duration of further advances in stock 
prices will depend entirely on the en- 
thusiasm and the buying power of the 
public. 

Call money rates weer steady at 
81-2 to 4 per cent in the past week, 
with some outside funds obtainable 
at times a little cheaper. There 
seemed to be a very large supply «f 
money available for loaning. Time 
funds continued steady and this part 
of the money market was quiet. 

A further rise in British exchange 
ealls attention to the improving situa- 
tion in British finances and economic 
condition. There are indications 
that affairs on the continent will also 
improve this summer, and a general 
rise in foreign echange might result 

Bonds Active. 

The bond market has been fairly 
active, with an insistent demand for 
the highest grade issues. This indi- 
cates that no rise-in money rate is 
looked for in the next few months. 
New offerings have been réadily ab- 
sorbed and bond dealers find a demand 
for high-grade issues that cannot be 
filled at the bid prices. On the other 
hand, however, many bonds are sell- 
ing so high that investors hesitate to 
pay the asked prices. 

Commodity prices have been. rising. 
All recent averages show a hi 
level, but advance has not n 
marked nor even. Thus here and 
there, declining quotations appear, but 
in some raw materials, a distinctly 
higher tendency is noticeable. 

Although motor car sales have been 
very large, a few companies have re- 
ceived the bulk of the business and 
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truck companies have been very active 
and are prospering and some of their 
shares have been very strong. 

Crude rubber advanced well over 70 
cents a pound as compared with 40 
cents a few months ago and 17 cents 
a year ago. This is causing a ris- 
ing tendency in tires and other rub- 
ber goods, with some extensive ad- 
vances looked for in them before very 
long. Rubber company stocks were 
moderately stronger but they failed to 
develop a public following thus far. 

Conditions in the leather industry 
are better than they have been im 
years, and sales are increasing. Prices 
for leather have advanced. Many of 
the companies in this business are re- 
oorting better profits so far in 1925 
than they have had since 1919. 

Electrical companies are branchirg 
vut into many new activities and this 
has produced’ strong trend in the 
stocks of these concerns, This has 
also been reflected in good gains in 
shares of some of the companies mak- 
ing supplies for these power, light 
and other companies in the electricat 
Ciel. 

Tobacco company stocks have thus 
far been only moderately strong. 
with few exceptions. This is a field 
thateprospers under practically any 
economie conditions. There is rea- 
«on to look for leading stocks in this 
field to have their periods of strength 
before long. 

Oil Tone Better. 

Oil market conditions are getting 
better, even if the total oil produe- 
tion has increased. This continues 
to be mostly heavy oi] and a gasoline 
sWortage this summer is probable, to 
be made up through withdrawals of 
the stored surplus. Oil stocks ap- 
pear to be started on what may be a 
long period of advance. 

Uncertainties of an important mers- 
zer have held back the railroad stocks. 
Car loading continue high, and it is 
cerfain that if general business is 
yood, the railroads will prosper. There- 
fore, a rise in the rails seems to be 
aue, 

Copper conditions are somewhat 
stronger and metal prices rising a lit- 
tle. With mining operations eur- 
tailed and ai big expansion taking 
place in electrical activities which will 
mean an increasing demand for cop- 
per, there is a bullish outlook for 
conper stocks. 

Steel mill operations and new buy- 
ing have been curtailed, but there is 
a very hopeful outlook for the fall in 


| steel. and this has nroduced a rising 


tendeney in the leading steel company 
stocks, which may be extended further 
soon. 

Rising prices for wheat and in the 
stack market hroncl¥ ahont a much 
hetter demand for entton in the past 
week. A considerable short interest 
was forced to cover and at timas, 
rrices rose easily. There will have 
to he a decided improvement in the 
textile sitnation or a sharp reduction 
in the estimates of the new eron to 
nrodnce a material advonce in cotton 
in the neer future.

WEEKLY METAL 
MARKET REVIEW 


New York, May 23.—The feature 
in the metal markets was the ac- 
tivity in lead, which resulted in twv 
advances in the contract price. Cop- 
per, zinc and tin were in only mod- 
erate demand in the week just end 
ing, with no price changes of im- 
portance, Mining Journal-Press _re- 
ports. 

Spot lead was practically unobtain- 
able and one producer has begun to 
ration his supplies of June metal. 
Demand has been good, but there is no 
scramble to buy at the higher prices.

York, May 23.—Complaints 
of droughty conditions in southern 
Texas, combined with a feeling that 
comparatively high end-May crop 
condition figures had been discount- 
ed, appeared responsible for rather 
ja sharp advance in the cotton mar- 
ket today. October contracts sold up 
to 22.70, or 58 points net higher, and 
closed at 22.66, with the general mar- 
ket closing firm at net advances of 
48 to 5S points, 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 18 to 21 points in response 
to higher Liverpool cables than ‘ex- 
pected. Slight setbacks occurred after 
the call under realizing or liquidation, 
Sut the market soon firmed up again 
and reached the best prices of the 
day in late trading, when July sold 
at 23.20 and December at 22.81. Buy- 
ing was attributed chiefly to covering. 
Demand otherwise appeared to he 
restricted by continued talk of in- 
creasing domestic mill curtailment 
and belief that the crop was making 
good progress outside of the droughty 
section in south central and south- 
western Texas. 

Complaints of insufficient molsture 
from that part of the southwest were 
more numercus than previously, how- 
ever, some authorities asserting that 
the droughty conditions prevailed 
over an area capable of producing 
about two and one-half million. bales 
of cotton. These reports tended to off- 
set the favorable advices from other 
parts of the belt and possibly may 
tave raised a question as to the show- 
ing of the government crop report 
seheduled for ‘publication on June 2 
showing the conditions as.of May -25. 
At any rate. buyers wer® talking a 
probabilite that high end-May condi- 
tion figures had been fully discounted 
by recent declines, and this idea was 
eolored in. the opinion of local brok- 
ers by the failure of yesterday's mar- 
ket to decline on the private condi- 
cion report of 77.5 

Private cables attributed the stead- 
iness of Liverpool to trade ealling, 
with Manchester and speculative buy- 
ing.

After opening 20 
points up at 21.97, October finally 
reached 22.27 in the late trading or 
50 points above yesterday's close anil 
closed at 22.25 or 48 points net higher 
for the day. July opened at 23.27 or 
17 points up and advanced at the end 
to 23.52 or 42 points up, closing at 
23.48 or 39 points up on the day. 
The other active months all showed 
net gains of 48 points. 

The initial advance was due to the 
firmness of Liverpool cables and al- 
though at the start some realizing 
caused a small early reaction, prices 
soon advanced again and kept on the 
upgrade practically all session owing 
to rather liberal coverine by sberts. 

The main stimulating influence con- 
sisted of the bullish weekly statis- 
ties, particularly the showing that 
mills eontinue to take cotton freely 
and that interior supplies are rapidly 
dwindling leaving stocks at most in- 
terior towns ectually smaller than 
at this time a year ago notwithstand- 
ing the much larger crop marketed 
this season, 

Another stimulating influence was 
the hardness of gpot cotton which 
is becoming inereasingly difficult to 
get and is held at the highest basis 
of the season. Cotton goods markets 
also reported a better trading, Worth 
Street (New York), claiming that 
the past week has been the most ac- 
tive in some time with sales of fully 
200.000 pieces of cloths. 

Probably the most potent bullish 
influence was the unfavorable char- 
acter of the reports from central and 
south Texas where tha crop is suf- 
fering from insufficient ‘moisture.

Cotton Producing States 
Not One Crop States 
BY MARTIN V. CALVIN 


Department of Agriculture. 


and Economics, Georgia - 


There is not only a demand for cot- 
ton, but a world-wide clamor for more 
cotton, And yet, the ten strictly 
cotton states, i. e., states which an- 
nually preduce 300,000 bales or more 
Jof the staple without which neither 
{ the United States nor the other por- 
ition of the world can not “go for- 
ward.” are being pointed to as pover- 
'ty-stricken states. 
| Only recently, the New York Jour- 
j;nal of Commerce published a mass of 
| statistics which earried the number: 
, of farms on which ne corn, oats, sweet 
potatoes, or eggs, et. al., were pro- 
duced in 1920. The census of 1920 
was laid under contribution for the 
statisties. 

In all articles, along the line just 
referred to, the language of exaggera- 
tion is given full sway. It is de- 
clared that the ten states grow cot- 
ton but annually expend millions of 
dollars for grain and meat supplied by 
the western states, Well, they’ do 
make such purchases, but to a much 
more moderate extent than figured. 
Sight is lost of the fact that, in 
searching for the cause of a real or 
an imaginary evil, one should care- 
fully study the whole field of en- 
deavor——be the character of the work 
what it may. 

In the years of the splendid sys- 
tem of skillfully managed plantations 
| throughout the south, cotton was 
produced as a surplus crop—a money 
crop—free from bluster or luster and 
glow. Every crop worth while was 
produced on every one of the old plan- 
tations in more than abundance. A 
i large portion of the farm products an | 
live stock was profitably marketed in 
| 2eason, the receipts covered into bank, 
and Inter quite all of it judiciously 
and wisély invested. There were no 
tenints as we know them: no ab- 
sent landlords, as now, who exact cot- 
ton and cotton only in payment of 
farm rental, 

Evil Genius. 

Since the middle of the ’80s, ten- 
ancy of the depleting type has been 
the evil genius of the cotton-produc- 
ing states. Practically, tenancy is 
not known east or west—-nor the par- 
ticular kind which, in a majority of 
cases, we have, We must rid our- 
selves of that evil at almost any 
cost. [It must be supplanted by a 
process close at hand. Better re- 
sume the old plantation system; at 
least require the “renter” to plant 
and assiduously cultivate and harvest 
other crops than Gotton so that the 
last. mentioned may be a source of 
strength instead of weakness.

The low yield 
per acre, which is a matter of the 
greatest importance, is due to lack 
of fertilizer adapted to corn—the lack 
of fertilizer straightout. non-planting 
of selected seed corn, etc. is in- 
volves a loss which can be avoided. 


On my table is a carefully pre- 
pared graphic which shows by states 
the value per acre, in 1920, of cotton 
and of crops other than cotton. Space 
is wanting, so the exhibit must be run 
in lines and the general average of 
prices presented in the same manner : 
You understand, we are studying the 
cotton state: Average value per acre 
—Irish potatoes, $142.75: tobacco, 
$131.84; sweet potatoes, $116.32: hay, 
a cotton, $24.56: corn, $19.67. 

We not only grow crops other than 
cotton, but we obtain good prices per 
acre for each of them, except corn, 
Average yield of corn too low. Sticking 
a big pin right there, you see! 

In 1920, the ten cotton states pro- 
duced 58,690,600 bushels of corn; 145,- 
035.000 bushels of oats: 83,106. 
bushels of wheat; 92,013,000 bushels 
of sweet potatoes: 27,707,000 bushels 
of Irish potatoes—a total of 1.106. 
551,000 bushel crops. In addition 
thereto they produced 12,680,000 bales 
of cotton, and numerous other yalu- 
able crops. 

Invidious Comparison. 

The cotton states are continually 
brought into invidious comparison 
with western or grain states. | Dur- 
ing the world war the government 
rushed to the aid of the wheat-produc- 
ing states of the west guaranteeing 
the price at £2.50 per bushel. What 
did the government, or anybody at all, 
do in aid of the cotton- roducing 
states? Wiat did we do? We 
chepped our rew in the face of the 
boll weevil. This writer stated in a 
recent article in this great newspa- 

r, that, notwithstanding an annual 
oss Of $132,000,000 by reason of the 
boll weevil, etc., 1920-1924. Georgians 
put on the state tax digest property 
for taxation in the sum of $209,000°- 

a year in excess of property list- 
ed for taxation 1915-1919. Neither 
railroad, telegraph nor telephone prop- 
erty was included in the amounts 
given. . 

A vast deal is being written and 
spoken about neglected acreage of enl- 
tivable land in the ten cotton states. 
Much of the talk is guess work of 
the widest character. There are acres 
of land lying out: by and by, right at’ 
hand, too, all that land will be again 
in cultivation. Newly-improved la- 
bor-saving farm implements, and espe- 
cially farm :aachinery. will meet and 
satisfactorily dispose of that situation. 
A number of years ago the industries 
won hufidreds of people from New 
England farms: there was much talk

URGES WORLD CouRT. 
he Uniled States Chamber of 
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It may be reasonably assumed, 


the chamber’s annual conventioa 
reflects in a large degree the busi- 
ness sentiment of the entire cou:- 
try. 

In this connection it is interest- 
ing and, significant that the cham- 
ber went unequivocally on record 
as favoring the entry of the United 
States into an international court of 
justice “at the earliest possible mvu- 
ment.” 


It is of wide interest also that the 
committee on foreign affairs unan- 
imously recommended the follow- 
ing as to commercial] treaties: 

“1. That the general principle of 
unqualified, most-favored-nation treat- 
ment be retained as the basic principle 
of our commercial treaty structure. 

“2. That, frankly, recognizing its 
limitations, provisions be inserted in 
future commercial tréaties protecting 
American products from discrimina- 
tion through tariff classifications and 
import and export restrictions. 

“3. That constant effort be maid tu 
induce foreign countries to mealify 
prohibitive duties and té6 obtain for 


the tariffs of the world. 

“4. As an aid in obtaining favorable 
tariff treatment for American exports 
a policy of tariff bargaining be adopted 
and the power to negotiate agreements 
lowering duties on certain products 
within certain limit be invested in the 
executive branch of the government.” 

The policy of reciprocal, uncon- 
ditional, most-favored-nation treai- 
ment is the logical development of 
the American policy of open-door 
and equality of commercial oppor- 
tunity. 


INTEREST IN AVIATION. 


The secretary of the navy has ap- 
proved an aviation course for the 
midshipmen at Annapolis. It has 
created a tremendous sensation in 
service circles. The New York Times, 
commenting on this decision, says: 


“West Point must follow this. ex- 
ample. The academic course in avia- 
tion at the military academy will have 
to include the requirement that grad- 
uating cadets be either pilots or ob- 
servers. That is said to be the opinion 
in Washington. Sea’ officers say: 
"lhe time has come to have a flying 
navy. It is not argued that all com- 
missioned officers will be expected to 
pilot airplanes or to qualify as spe- 
cialists in aeronautics, but they ought 
to understand the values of aircraft in 
warfare and know when and how to 
make use of the flying service in 
actual operations. That is now che | 
measure of its importance.” 


In all probability the secretary of 
war will order a similar course at 
West Point. Fact. is, the aviation 
Spirit is sweeping the whole coun- 
try, and the recent critics of Gen- 
eral Mitchell have been much soft- 
ened by the sinking of capital ships 
used as targets by airplanes. 

Recently the suggestion was made 
that aeronautic engineering be 
taught at the Georgia . School of 
Technology and quite a number of 
young men at that institution have 
expressed deep concern in such a 
course. 

In the meantime Atlanta is build- 
ing one of the finest landing fields 
in the country and the Southeastern 
Fair association is planning for a 
large aeronautical exhibit in con- 
junction with a most entertaining 
and instructive governmental flying 
exhibition during the fair in the fall. 

The interest in aviation is so keen 
throughout the country that it 
confidently believed the develop- 
ment of air navigation will be as 
rapid as the development of motor 
transportation, which began in 
earnest about 1900,

refreshing as it is illuminating. 
While there were plant increases in 
practically al lines of manufactur- 
ing, and some of them with enor- 
mous payrolls, the most outstand- 
ing feature of the report is the 
potential position Georgia occupies 
as a@ manufacturing state. 

It has been said, and correctly, 
that Georgia needs nothing so much 
as to be properly and genuinely 
“sold” to Georgians. Comparatively 
few of the citizens, perhaps, realize 
that there are 192 textile mills in 
the state, representing invested cap- 
ital of $82,531,030, and that the. 
products of these mills had a mar- 
ket value in 1924 of $254,119,910. 

The more remarkable fact is that 
Georgia’s manufacturing is much 
more satisfactorily diversified than' 
her agriculture. Strong as is her 
position as a textile state, some of 
the largest plants under construc- 
tion today are in entirely different 
lines, as for instance the great acid 
plant at Helen, the immense pulp 
plant near Dublin and many others 
of magnitude, covering almost the 
entire gamut of manufacturing. 

Perhaps there are few Georgians 
who realize that the ice plants in 
Georgia represent invested capital 
of $12,000,000; that $7,000,000 is 
invested in roller mills—although 
Georgia is not classed as a wheat- 
growing state; that $10,000,000 is 
invested in furniture factories; an- 
other $5,500,000 in box and crate 
factories; that more than $3,000,- 
000 is invested in leather goods. fac- 
tories, including shoes, and_ that 
$50,000,000 is. invested in miscel- 
laneous manufacturing enterprises 
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value of finished production than in 
the annual value of farm production. 


The ceramic industry is espe- 
cially attracting attention at this 
time, and the greatest manufactur- 
ing development of the future is an- 
ticipated along this line. Georgia 
leads all southern states in raw ma- 
terials for the many lines of ceramic 
manufacturing. Another anticipated 
development of unusual proportions 
is paper manufacturing from pulp. 
Great interest is being given to re- 
forestation, and especially for pulp 
wood that reaches a usable maturity 
in ten years. . 


The one paramount duty of Geor- 
gians is to know Georgia. The most 
distressing thing in the world,- as 
related to our economic and mate- 
rial life, is to find a Georgian who 
professes a love for the state, but 
who has lost confidence or faith 
through an ignorance of the state’s 


potentialities.

FINANCIER’S VIEW. 

Atlanta was honored in having 2 
group of officials of the National 
City Bank of New York, headed by 
its president, Charles E. Mitchel]l, as 
guests during the week. They came 
to participate in the commencement 
exercises at Oglethorpe university 
featuring the breaking of ground 
for the Lowry memorial and the 
laying of the cornerstone of the 
Lupton memorial. 

The National City bank is one of 
the largest financial institutions in 
the world. It makes careful expert 
surveys of business conditions 
throughout the United States and of 
international conditions as _ relating 
to American economics. It is of 
significant interest, therefore, that 
the president of that institution 
looks upon the country’s business as 
being on a thoroughly sound basis. 
He said: 

“Credits are easy, the retail and 
wholesale sales , volume shows 
healthy increase, and the fundamental 
industries -of the country are prac- 
tically normal in their operations. 
Some months ago here was consid- 
erable danger of inflation—that too 
great a volume of buying would de- 
velop at short notice, creating short- 
age of preducts and materials’ that 
eventually would react’ in a depres- 
sion. Inflation is always to be avoid- 
ed because of its serious results. Now, 
however, that danger has passed, and 
bankers and business men throughout 
the country are confident that the 
business situation will continue on a 


satisfactory basis.”

There are more than 300 candi- 
dates for graduation in the Georgia 
School of Technology this year. As- 
Suming that not all of the candidates 
will pass the finals—it would be an 
unheard of record, considering the 
large number, if they did—it may 
be confidently expected that the 
graduating classes will aggregate 
from 275 to 300. 

This, at the minimum figure even, 
will be the largest number of full- 
fledged graduates in college and 
university courses ever given diplo- 
mas in any one year by any of the 


nominational or private.

also in ceramic engineering. 

lt is a fact of which the entire 
South is justly proud that Geor- ; 
gia Tech stands at the top in the | 
United States in the thoroughness of 
its work in technical training for 
constructive pursuits. It is ap- 
praised, without authoritative excep- 
tion, as the second highest ranking 
technological or polytechnic univer- 
Sity in the United States. It must be 
remembered, too, that in its special ) 
technological work the student is 
carried through the usual university 
curriculum required in the awarding 
of the usual bachelor and master de- 
grees. In. mathematics, the applied 
Sciences and in those coufses so 
closely related to technical training, 
the training is more thorough than 
required in the usual college or uni- 
versity work. 

Some of the highest paid indus- 
trial executives and experts in the 
United States are Tech graduates. 
A Tech man in Alabama today is 
drawing a salary of $125,000 a year, 
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$25,000 to $50,000 a year. This illus-

turning out trained men for specific 
jobs. 

The state of Georgia cannot afford 
this year to .ignore the necessary 
budget requirements of this, or any 
other of her educational units. 


TO KNOCK IN VAIN. 


The school commencement sea- 
son has begun. In the next few 
weeks thousands of Georgia boys 
and girls will graduate from the 
state’s high schools. 


This is but the second leg of the 
journey, The training thus far is 
but the esseniial preparation for 
the finishing courses. From the. 
high school, if they shall continue 
as they should, they must go to 
the colleges and universities, or tu 
the special vocational or techholog- 
ical schools. 


They must do this to have any 
more than elementary trainings to 
face life’s battles. High 
training only is not sufficient in 
this day of progress, and of acquired 
expertness in all lines of commerce 
and finance and industry. 


It is unfair to the youths to ex- 
pect of them to enter comparable 
competition with such meager 
equipment. 

Time was when a high school 
training, as measured by today, 
would have been considered gen- 
erally adequate except in the pro- 
fessions, but that was when a team 
of oxen moved the usual shipping 
from depot to store, and when the 
songs of the plantation darkey was 
the nearest approach to grand 
opera. 


Times have so changed that move 
business and more industry anl 
more progress are now combincd 
in one 24-hour day than in a year 
of the older times. It is a day of 
the survival ot the fittest. And only 
the well trained, through thorough 
courses of study, is to be the indi- 
vidual fitted to the demands of the 
future. Hence the necessity for 
carrying on, along an unbroken 
educational path, until the young 
man or the young woman -is ade- 
quately educated for whatever pro- 
fession, or technical or other gain- 
ful pursuit, that may be the espe- 
cial goal. 

But how? 

Georgia’s public school system is 
supposed to link every branch of 
study from the first grade in the 
grammar schooi to the senior finish 
in the university, or in the state 
agricultural college, or the Georgia 
Tech, or in the state college fcr 
women, or in the state normals.

The Georgia Tech is 
compelled, as an _ illustration, to 
maintain around the highest sched- 
ule of tuition fees of any technolog- 
ical institution in America. Why? 
Because the state of Georgia is 
shamefully delinquent in not only 
its duty, but in its obligation to the 
youth of the state. It is oblivious 
to at least the spirit of its con- 
Stitution—and certainly to its stat- 
utory obligation assumed when a 
chain of education, under the uni- 
versity system, was welded. 

Thousands of graduate high 
school boys and girls ‘will knock zi 
the door of Georgia’s higher insti- 
tutions this fall who will be denied 
entrance. Shame upon Georgia 
that such js to be the case! 

Whatever else the legislature of 
1925 may do the citizens of Geor- 
gia owe it to themselves, to the fu- 
ture welfare and prosperity of Geor- 
gia, and to the future men and 
women of Georgia, upon whose 
shoulders must rest.the responsi- 
bility of the civic and economic life 
of the state, to see that it takes ac- 
count of its neglect of educatior, 
and rectifies its past mistakes be- 
fore it is too late.

Issues Involved In Evolution Discussion 


——— —————

It is just 66 years from the pubii- 
cation of Charles Darwin’s “Origin of 
Species” to the enactment by the 
Tennessee legislature, putting its ban 
upon the teaching of evolution in that 
state. During these years there has 
never been a day when some of the 
questions involved in (Darwin’s 
hypothesis have not been subject for 
debate. The scientific world has 
practically, without excetion, accept- 
ed the thesis that all plantand animal 
life has been evolved from one cellu- 
lar form. This thesis, itself, has ben 
expanded themendously since Dar- 
win’s day. His explanations of how 
life developed have been greatly modi- 
fied and in many cases refuted. 
Other explantions have been advance.l 
and the debate still goes on, but the 
fundamental principle of development 
is accepted by every reputable phy- 
sical scientist. 

Up to a few years ago this debate 
was confined almost entirely to tech- 
nical students of physical science and 
philosophy. Mr. Darwin's thesis, it- 
self, was published in a book which 
contains a mass of technical testi- 
mony gathered from every field of 
science. In order to form a first- 
hand opinion of the scientific issues 
involved, one should be fairly well 
acquainted with comparative anatomgs, 
physiology, biology, geology, ethnolo- 
gy and archaeology. This does not 
mean that the layman cannot form 
some sort of intelligent opinion with- 
out all of this techincal knowledge., 
But it does mean that the layman 
should be fairly well acquainted with 
the best books on the subject and the 
value of authorities. Hig position 
should be analogous to that of a good 
juryman. He should insist thar all 
the witnesses. who have any first-hand 
knowledge of the question should be 
summonel and their right to speak 
on the question examined before he 
is prepared to vote for a verdict. Byt 
let it be clearly understood that here 
the issue involved is purely one of 
physical science. These witnesses, 
whom we are talking about are only 
experts within the realm of their 
evecinl studies. Within the. realm 
of nhilosophy or religion, we should 
entirely rule them out as not com- 
petent to testify. 

The Philosophic Question. 

Suppose then that the testimony 
of these physical scientific witnesses 


should seem to prove the general 
hypothesis that all plant and animal 
life has been evolved from one cellular 
form. We would then have an entire- 
ly different question at issue. What 
is the origin of this cellular form 
end what is the nature of this de- 
veloping life? Here is a purely philosoe- 
phical question. Granted that the 
physical scientists have presented a 
mass of facts. The meaning of these 


facts, their relation to scores of 
other questions of deep interest to 


humanity, and their application to 
the countless issues of experience are 
all open to legitimate debate. 

An overwhelming majority of the 
world’s foremost philosophers today, 
while accepting the physical scientist's 
hypothesis as to the development of 
life, believe in a spiritual origin of 
the universe. They believe in the 
statement, “In the beginning God 
created.” After that the “how” God 
created is thrown open for endless 
debate. Here then are two distinct. 
though closely related, issues involvea 
in the evolutionary hypothesis. Is it 
not perfectly clear that neither of 
them are fit subjeets for popular de- 
bate before mass meetings where there 
is a medley of human intelligence ana 
education? I am quite sure that a 
little thought will reveal that the av- 
erage audience is scarcely fitted to 
become good jurymen. before whom 
such issues could be fairly tried. 

The Religious Question. 

But there is another’ vital issue 
which has grown out of the discus- 
sion of evulution, which is of deep 
and immediate interest to all who e#c- 
cept the Bible. as the source of their 
religion. Does thea cceptance of tne 
religion. Does the acceptance of evo- 
lution nullify the Bible as such «a 
religious source? Here is a totally 
different field of discussion. There 
are those who maintain that the ac- 
ceptance of the evolutionary theory 
instantly destroys this Book as a di 
vine revelation. And there are those 
who equally earnestly content that 
its acceptance throws.a new light by 
which they discover richer and fulier 
truths in this ancient Book. ‘The 
issue here, then, is distinctly one of 
interpretation of the Book, itself, and 
such questions as the meaning of in- 
spiration, and the kind of revelation 
which it contains. My point is that 
these are questions for debate and 
that neither side has a right to assume 
the truth of his. position and thus 
“bee the question” which is under 
discussion. 

Let the preacher simply add 
suggestion and exhortation. All of 
us religious folk believe that “‘In the 
beginning God created.” ‘Then all 
truth that may be discovered as to the 
“how,” whether in the laboratory or 
the observatory; whether in human 
experience, or in a book, in God’s 
truth and thus a. divine revelation. 
Then we shull welcome all of these 
bits of testimony which may come 
from every field and every competent 
witness. We shalt be often puzzle 
and perplexed as te the “how,” but 
we will rest in the fundamental faith 
that back of «wll things, “In the be 
ginning God created.”

Cheers for Hindenburg.

In fact there exists 
in the fatherland such a_ rich collee- 
tion of folklore, ancient prophecies, 
sugas and popular notions, all tend- 
ing to encourage the idea that Ger- 
many’s real greatness in the world 
can only come about under a kaiser. 
that the election of Hindenburg may 
well be hailed by the monarchists as 
the first step towards Germany’s real 
oe following the disaster of 


_ 

One particular prohpecy stands out 
in this connection, because of partial 
fulfillment of its predictions. When 
carefully analyzed this prediction be- 
comes one of the most sensational in 
recent world history. It was made at 
a time when none of the great actors 
of recent times had appeared on the 
scene, yes at a time when Germany 
itself was nothing but a conglomer- 
ation.of quarreling, warring states, a 
house divided against itself, and an 
easy prey to the ambitions of any 
foreign conqueror who should «coma 
along. . 

Prediction Is Revived. 

The prediction was made 
Gypsy woman as long ago as 
year 1849. It would never have been 
revived had it not started to live up 
to its prophecies. It would have gone 
the way of so many other Gypsy for- 
tune-telling stories, to the limbo of 
forgotten things, had its prophecies 
not become realized with startling ac- 
curacy. So perfectly did the prophecy 
work out in later events, that the 
German foreigr office based many of 
its caleulations on it and the kaiser 
never forgot to mention its contents 
to his chief minister.

The year 1913. given 
by the Gypsy woman as the date of 
the fall of the German Sadiiies seems 
to offer the only discrepancy in her 
prophecy. And still Europe came to 
the brink of war m that year through 
the Agadir incident. Though _ hostili- 
tles were prevented, France and the 
world knew that the outbreak of a 
general conflict was but a matter of 
a few months and that the kaiser 
would start on his ambitious scheme 
of world conquest as son as a suit- 
able pretext could be found. 


It may also be that the kaiser wish- 

to avoid starting his war in 1918, 
seeing that the Gypsy woman had fix- 
ed this year as the downfall of the 
empire and postponed the invasion 
of France for a year in order to es- 
cape the jinx, 


Downfall a Certainty. 


But once he started his dowafall 
was a certainty. The inability of 
the German armies to reach Paris 
in 1914 practically doomed the 
chances of winning the war. If the 
French could not be smashed in that 
hour when they were caught un- 
awares, they could not*be conquered 
when they should have rallied all their 
resources, 


_So the year 1913 or 1914 may be 
fixed as the period when the German 
empire went into decline. 

2 Paul von Hindenburg, the kaiser’s 

faithful servant,’’ has been elected 
president. There is talk of quietly 
preparing the way fori a return of 

aiserdom. The choice may not fall 
on William, of Doorn, or his son, 
but the kaiser’s grandson is gen-

ALL THAT SNIFFING IS NOT 
THE CRI. 

Individuais with simple chronic 
thinitis—one of the several conditions 
known to quacks and their customers 
as “catarrh in the head’’—are ab- 


normally sensitive to changes of en- 
vironment. They react in an exag- 
gerated way to trifling changes of 
environment which scarcely influence 
normal individuals at all. ¥or in- 
stance, if they sit in a current of 
fresh air—a draft—or get their feet 
wet or encounter .a sudden change of 
weather or of indoor temperature, 
people subject to this simple chronic 
inflammation of the lining of the nose 
chambers are likely to experience an 
annoying stoppage of one or both 
sides of the nose with more or leas 
increase in the nasal secretions or 
diseharges and perhaps some irrita- 
tion which creates the desire to 
sneeze. All of this happens to such 
rubjects of chronic rhinitis within a 
few minutes or an hour at most. The

But when 
an apparently é@ane, intelligent per- 
son with simple chronie rhinitis dis- 
eovers a draft or anything like that 
in the presence of healthy young peo- 
ple. the demonstration is likely to 
make a distinet impression on th 
mind of the untutored young observer. 
Unaware of the chronic rhinitis, he 
rmirinterprets the demorfstration. It 
nukes him think that maybe there js 
some grain of truth in the old super- 
stition, after all.

We have already considered Peter's 
_ healing of the cripple at the Beantiful 
Gate; our text today records two 
other miracles performed by this 
apostle in the beginning of his minis- 
try. 

The first was at Lydda, a village 
not far from Joppa. There Peter 
found a man named Aeneus who had 
been for eight years afflicted with 
palsy. The healing of the sick man 
is briefly described by Yuke. Peter 
said, “Jesus Christ maketh thee 
whole: arise, and make thy bed.” He 
straightway arose. . 

Here was a miracle performed by 
Peter, not in his cwn power, but by 
invoking power from above. He beal- 
ed in the name of Jesus Christ and 
with the power that Christ had 
promised; the promise was fulfilled. 


That Christ and His disciples per-. 


formed miracles is as well substan- 
tiated as anything taught in Holy 
Writ. The healing of Aeneas was a 
fact which could be proven to the 
satisfaction of all who saw the man 
before and after the miracle was per- 
formed. Palsy is a disease that can 
be discerned by the eye. e man 
was evidently well known tv the peo- 
ple in that community for “all that 
dwelt a tLydda and Saron saw him, 
and turned to the Lord.” 

GOD’S MIRACLES IN NATURE. 

The miracle performed in healing is 
not different in principle from other 
miracles. That God does | ‘rform 
miracles is proven by our «wi exist- 
ence. The mystery of life has never 
been solved and it is apparently no 
nearer solution tban it was in the 
dawn of creation. From the tiniest 
insect to the largest mammal, we 
find a perfection in whole and in de- 
tail that baffles the intellect of man 
and awes him into silence. 

Fabre has given us some very in- 
teresting descriptions of insects in a 
beautifully illustrated volume. As 
these insects are examined, one is 
unable to find words in which to ex- 
press surprise at the adaptations 
which are revealed in the construction 
and use of each part and of the parts 
combined. ‘The instinct of each liv- 
ing thing, its acquaintance with ev- 
erything that it needs to know, and 
its ability to supply its wants—all 
these keep us in constant wonder.

Classifying the Miracles. 


Some writers have attempted to 
divide miracles into two classes, viz., 
those that were justified and those 
that were not worth while. Of course,

‘such miracle as seem to the critic un- 


necessary. Man has difficulty enough 
in deciding what he himself should 
do; how presumptuous it is to at- 
tempt to decide what God would do 
nt a particular time and in a particu- 
lar case. 

' And so in regard to the delegation 
of power to the disciples. In this 
case, the exercise of supernatural 
power in the coing of things that 
were miraculous put the stamp of 
divine approval upon the teachings of 
the apostles, but we are not justified 
in denying the exercise of this divine 
power even when we are unable to 
explain it or when, perchance, we see 
no sufficient reason for its exercise. 

The people who saw, believed, and 
millions since have believed without 


the writers of the Bible and upon the 
evidence which those writers collected. 


A Woman of “Good Works.” 


The second miracle was performed 
at Joppa. “Now there was at Joppa 
a certain disciples named Tabitha, 
which by interpretation is called 
Dorcas.” In a dozen words, Luke 
gives us a picture of this saintly Bi- 
ble character, “This woman was full 
of good works and almsdeeds which 
she did,” 

Note the antiquity of goodness. 
Universal education is a modern thing 
which suggests that, valuable as edu- 
cation is. goodness is even more val- 
uable. The mind is a splendid ser- 
vant, but it is not worthy to occupy 
the throne. Education is a very de- 
sirable thing, but the virtues of the 
heart are more dcsirable—they are 


essential. 

When Tabitha (or Dorcas) died 
“all the widows stood by weeping, 
and shewing the coats and garments 
which Dorcas made, whil she was 
ith them.’ ‘Tears are the most elo- 
quent tribute; they are the language 
of love, and love is the virtue to 
which Paul, in the 13th chapter of I 
Corinthians, pays such a glowing 
tribute. 

Peter’s Greatest Miracle. 

The disciples, beartng that Peter 
was at Lydda, sent two men to him 
to hasten him to Joppa. Peter imme- 
diately responded to their entreaty 
and was soon in the upper chamber, 
where lay all that was mortal of this 
good woman. He prayed, and then 
ealled her spirit back to its tenement 
of clay. “And she opened her eyes: 
and when she saw Peter, she sat up.” 
Then he presented her alive to the 
saints and widows and the miracle 
was soon on every tongue. “And it 
was known throughout all Joppa.” 

Then follows the statement so often 
reiterated after the performance of a 
miracle, “And many. believed in the 
Lord.” It will be noticed that there 
was little difference in the effect of 
the several miracles; they were all 
convincing. 

The restoring of life to one so 
worthy of this manifestation of divine 
power encourages us to imitate Dor- 
cas in the “good works and alms- 
deeds which she did.” The incidents 
recorded in the Bible have the maxi- 
mum of value because the _ things 
praised are simple things and are 
easily done. The deeds that are to be 
imitated ‘are every-day deeds that can 
adorn—and should adorn—every life. 

What We Can Do. 

If the Bible gave only glimpses of 
royalty and described only deeds per- 
formed by those in exalted station, we 
might feel that imitation was not ex- 
pected of us, but we cannot be indif- 
ferent to the practical character of 
gthe lessons taught. We can weave 
into our daily lives the kindness and 
the gentleness that won the approval 
of the holy characters around whom 
the beauties of the Bible are clustered. 

Peter, the fisherman, who laid aside 
his nets to become a ‘“‘fisher of men,” 
has now entered upon a career that is 
itself as marvelous as the healing of 
the sick and the raising of the dead. 

That one so wholly Sites in the 
elements that we count necessary to 
success should have reached the top- 
most round of fame and moulded the 
thoughts of so many millions, is im- 
possible to explain except as the Bible 
explains it: viz., he left all and fol- 
lower the Master, and by his com- 
pete surrender to the Master's will 

ecame a conduit through which both 
the Spirit of Christ and His teachings 
have been conveyed to the world of 
today. ,

edvertised by the publishers, I don’t 
know why, as a western story without 
cowboys or movies in it.) I do not 
believe in astrology, but looking 
backward upon my career I can cer- 
tainly explain it by nothing nearer 
than the stars. 

“At 20. having by that time seen all 
the middle west and south, I arrived 
in San Francisco. I could not go 
farther wesr, so turned eastward and 
by stages arrived in Maine. At 22, I 
was back again in San Francisco, 


where I went into the real estate ca- 


reer, ended through no volition of 
mine. Serbia shot an archduke’ in 
Sarajevo, so I fled the sinking ship of 
California real estate development, 
#nd went te work for the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin at $12.50 a week. 

“Everything that I am as a writer 
I owe to Mr. Fremont Older. at that 
time managing editor of. the Bulle- 
tin,,now managing editor of the San 
Francisco Call. He is a great man 
and a great editor, and he has train- 
ei] more young writers, I believe, than 
anyother American. Within a few 
weeks he had me writing serial fic- 
tion for the paper, and for three years 
J turned out approximately 1,500 
words a day, six days a week. 

“Mr. Older took me in hand, and 
taught me something about humanity. 
I wrote life stories of detectives, 
criminals, engineers, actors, nurses, 
stenographers. I became acquainted 
with police corrts, prostitutes, poli- 
ticians, revolutionists, social service 
workers, ministers, farmers, patent- 
medicine men, migratory’ workers, 
writers, artists, Rotarians. 

“ft wasn’t particularly ambitious to 
write. I don’t recall thinking about 
it. I wrote what Mr. Older or I sug- 
gested, and drew my salary, which 
was quite sufficient to buy me every- 
thing I wanted. I had my house and 
garden, and credit at all bookshops. 
I was contented and very happy. Mag- 
azines began to ask me for copy, 
which I gave them. A Sunset maga- 
zine fiction serial became mv first 
published novel; I had not. thought 
of offering it for publication, but 
Century asked me for it. 

“The war dislodged me finally. The 
Red Cross in London cabled me, ask- 
ing me to -come over and do _ pub- 
licity. Il went to Europe, and 
stayed four years.. The spectacle of 
the peace in Europe and the Near 
East completed my education. 

“I have no personal ambition. I 
still want my house, and now intend 
to build it in Albania, probably next 
summer. The spectacle of life’ still 
enchants me, and I shall _ probably 
continue putting bits of it on paper 
as accurately as I can. The older I 
grow the more the whole thing is an 
engrossing spectacle to me. But I

HE-task of bringing up a small 
family in these complicated 
days is one that monopolizes 
the time of every mother 

. who has a conscientious in- 
terest in her daily job of motherhood. 
When the family numbers eleven, and 
the mother, in addition to being the 
active head of this ever-increasing 
group, succeeds in making an inter- 
national name as an efficiency engi- 
neer for herself, she deserves more 
than the usual appreciation due the 
woman who tackles the job of home 
and career. 


Mrs, Lillian M. Gilbreth, the mother 
of Anne, Ernestine, Martha, Frank, 
William, Lillian, Frederick, Daniel, 
John, Robert and little Janey, was a 
young woman of about twenty-four, 
when she first met her husband; 
Frank Gilbreth, then a successful con- 
sulting engineer of Boston. It was a 
case of love at first sight, a romantic 
custom not usually associated with 
practical efficiency engineers, and on 
the day they were introduced to each 
other, Mr. Gilbreth told Miss Moller 
that he was going to marry her. Which 
within a very short time, he did! 


To understand how any one wo-. 


man can achieve success in business 
and at the same time bring up eleven 
children, and Mrs. Gilbreth did not 
relegate the responsibility for the 
care of her youngsters to others, one 
must keep in mind that cooperation 
was the by-word for the family. Mr. 
Gilbreth was in favor of a large old- 


fashioned family; Mrs. Gilbreth be-— 


lieves that every married couple 
should have one great interest in 
common, in addition to their home 
and family.

To- 
gether they imvented the micromo- 
tion. and chronocyclegraph for de- 
termining fundamental units’ and 
methods of industrial education, revo- 
lutionized the back-breaking methods 
of bricklaying, and made their name 
a by-word for industrial efficiency. 


ND while Mrs. Gilbreth was 


learning this new profession, she 
became in twenty years the mother of 
fourteen children. Eleven of them 
are living and their ages range from. 
nineteen to two. The two eldest are 
in college, the next four in high 
school, the next two in- preparatory 
schools, the next two in kindergar- 
ten, and the baby is still at home! 


The actual working out of this 
very full life of Mrs. Gilbreth’s is in- 
teresting. First of all, she thinks it 
much easier to bring up a large fami- 
ly than a small one. The only child 
is more of a problem._ He needs com 
Stant attention, and any child devel- 
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ops better-if thrown more with 
companions of his own age 
than with older people. Ina 
large family, the older 
children unconsciously 
become the guardians of 

the younger, The chii- 

dren themselves form 

into small groups and 

study , and play to- 
gether. The large family, 
contrary to the usual beliet, 
makes less demand on the 
time and energy of a 
mother for its members 
have learned fo take care of 


As for her work, Mrs. Gilbreth 
had her laboratory at home. Her 
husband usually took care of the

The first concern 
of every mother. is 
her babies, says Mrs. 
Gilbreth, and it was

office and laboratory in her home. 
Never was she separated. from them 
for any length of time. After she had 


‘had five children, she and Mr. Gil- 


breth thought that one of them 
should go back to college to make an 
intensive study of the latest develop- 
ment in psychology, and it was decid- 
ed that she should go. She took her 
family with her. By renting a house 
in the vicinity of Brown university, 
she was ableo attend classes and lec- 
tures, do the\proscribed amount of 
experimental werk in the laboratory 
and still find t\me to spend with 
her family. Ainew baby’s arri- 
val at this time postponed her Ph. D., 
but later, when the baby was a few 
months old, Mrs. Gilbreth again re- 
turned to college, and finished the 
necessary thesis. 

Last year Mr. Gilbreth died sud- 
denly but Mrs. Gilbreth is continuing 
her work. In her home in Mont- 
Clair, a little more than half an hour 
outside of- New York, she gives her 
surveys for various manufacturing 
centers. Life gives us but a limited 
amount of time for all we would do, 
and in her work and family life, Mrs. 
Gilbreth finds there is one part 
She has to put aside—the usual for- 
mal social life that fills the day of 
the childless dilletante. And who is - 
there who doesn’t think that Mrs. 
Gilbreth has paid very little for her 
childrén and career when all that she 
lost was a florid, formal social life? 
Who would not think she made 
a wise choice? 


OMETIMES, even frequently, one 


child can take a big piece out of 
her mother’s career. Take Virginia 
Myers, the young daughter of Ethel 
Myers, the sculptress, and Jerome 
Myers, the painter. Both parents are 
well. known, the street scenes of 
Jerome Myers aré museum pieces 
and the caricature statuettes of Ethel 
Myers are works of art. Their daugh- 
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ter, too, has made a name for. her- 


self. 
When Virginia Myers was a mite 


of two, her mother noticed that in- 
Stead of playing with her toys, the 
child was skipping and moving about 
as if she were tsying to dance. There 
had been no effort on her parents’ 
part to.urge her to dance; the child 
of her own accord had become in- 
terested in interpretive dancing. Of 
course, the baby was unaware of the 
_long words her elders used in talking 
about her, but unconsciously she con- 
tinued to dance by herself at one end 
of the studio while her,mother work- 
ed on her statuettes at the other. 

-Now while it would have been the 
easier way to send the child as she 
grew older to dancing teachers, Mrs. 
Myers realized that it would be far 
better if she guarded the child from 
the usual courses and instead gave 
her all opportunity to express that 
spontaneous sense of rhythm which 
Seemed to be little Virginia’s birth- 
right. 

Not only were Virginia’s parents 
impressed by her dancing in those 
early days, but their friends, the musi- 
cians and artists who came to their 
studio, were enthusiastic about the 
child’s individual sense of interpreting 
music. So many people, friends, and 
friends of 
friends, came 
to see the child 
dance, that in 
order to have 
some time for 
theit own 
work, Mr. and 
Mrs. Myers de- 
cided to let Vir- 
ginia give a re- 
cital, at which 
all those who 
were interested 
in their little 
girl could see 
her. 

At the age 
of three, Vir- 
ginia gave her 
first recital at 
the Plaza hotel, 
her second was 
given at Carne- 
gie hall when 
she was five, 
and since then 
sShe@has given 
an annual re- 
cital at the 
came place. 

But this success was not reached 
in any haphazard fashion. That lit- 
tle Virginia was helped to develop in 
the lines best fitted to give her self 
expression is due to the wisdom and 
understanding of her artist mother. 
Although her constant supervision of 
her daughter’s education meant so 
much less time for her own work, 
Mrs. Myers felt that as the mother of 
Virginia, she was obligated to think 
first of her child. 

Bringing up her one child probably 
took as much time and thought as did 


Mrs. Gilbreth’s flock of eleven. It 
was decided that Virginia should not 
go to school but should be taught by 
her mother and special teachers. Her 
.mother read with her, took her to

At present

mother’s _ first 
obiigation is to 
her youngsters. 
When women 
were given the 
right to sit on 
jury duty, 
many mothers 
realized how 
difficult it 
would be for 
them to leave 
their little fam- 
ilies under 
many circum. 
stances. Now, 
under the present law, there is an ex- 
emption clause which gives men of 
certain professions freedom from jury 
service on the ground that their work 
is more valuable to the state than 
their services as a juror. Doctors, 
lawyers, firemen, editors, reporters, 
cartoonists, and several other groups 
are so listed. Mrs. Brill wants married 
women to be considered in the same 
light, since their presence in the home 
is frequently so necessary that it 
would cause discomfort and hardship 
if these mothers were compelled to 
serve On a jury. 

“It’s my own experience that makes 
me realize how important a person a 
woman is in her home,” said Mrs. 
Brill, ‘‘so, though I admit that my 
children did cost me five years of my 
professional life, their love and what 
I learned from them more than_set- 


tles the account.” |

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The Spirit of Liberty County 


Editor's Note: The following article 
read by Prof. Gaetner at a recent meet- 
ing of the Colonial Dames is particu- 
larly interesting in view of the fact that 
Midway, prominently mentioned, is on 
the route of the new coastal highway 
between Savannah and Brunswick.

TES TANT) NE hundred and forty devout 


persons in 1630 left home 
with their pastors, John 
Warham and John Mover- 
ick, in the ship Mary and 


John. After a seventy-day passage 
they landed in Massachusetts and 
formed the colony of : Dorchester. 
After five years they divided, the 
greater number moving to Windsor, 
Conn. 


In 1695 another division conclud- 
ed to settle in South Carolina. These 
alse established a Dorchester near 
Charleston, This group numbered 
gradually about 100 persons. The 
old white meeting house stood until 
demolished by the earthquake. 


After fifty-six years of residence 
another exodus searched out broader 
stretches of soil and these received a 
grant of about 32,000 acres in Geor- 
gia, not far from Savannah. 1754, 
and the few years succeeding, 
brought, the very best families to 
Midway, im Liberty county. In all 
forty-three families came. 


Shortly afterwards 


families came and this settlement was 


twenty-eight 


the sixth and last of the early settle- 
ments. The first was Ogtethorpe’s 
original colony, the second were the 
Salzburgers under Revs. Bolzin and 
Gronan in 1734; the third were the 
Moravians under Rev. Spangenberg 
in 1735; the fourth were the Scotch 
Highlanders under their clan leader, 
John McIntosh and Rev. John Mc- 
Leod in 1736; the fifth were a group 
of Salzburgers and Moravians in 
1736, with whom came John and 
Chas. Wesley, accompanied by Ogle- 
thorpe, and the sixth were the Dor- 
chester people in 1755. In the whole 
of Georgia at this time were 2,381 
whites and 1,066 blacks.
